If it pass­ 
es, all city employes would be 
required to subscribe to the pen­ 
sion plan, Inman said. 
The City Council and the Board 
of Public Works has already indi­ 
cated support of the plan, so all 
that will l>e required if the em­ 
ployes show approval is to write 
the Municipal League requesting 
admission, Miller said. 
The pension plan as voted here 
would give employes full credit 
for all their prior years of ser­ 
vice to the city, Miller noted. 
The employes are returning the 
ballots today to their immediate 
supervisors.

Under the [tension plan, city em­ 
ployes would pay four per cent of 
their salaries into a fund. The 
city would pay more thana match­ 
ing amount.

Most Americans share President Johnson’s 
feeling that rough characters, who taunt law- 
enforcement officers and soldiers with obsceni­ 
ties, hurl rocks at them or plastic bags filled 
w ith paint or cow’s blood, are asking for rough 
treatment. 
What happens in the street is secondary. 
Those who violate laws, prohibiting anarchy in 
the streets, must be made to feel that punish­ 
ment is certain. 
Americans do not have the right to maim or kill 
others, destroy property, pillage, loot, even shout 
obscenities in public. 
There are laws prohibiting such behavior. 
The only news emerging from these demonstra­ 
tions are in the relatively few numbers arrested. 
What happens to them? 
Are they punished? 
If the courts can demonstrate that rioters can 
be promptly punished the excess of demonstrations 
soon will pass from the scene. 
If they cannot do this the American people must 
insist these barriers, which prevent punishment 
of the guilty, be removed. They must do this to 
protect themselves. 
Even the President’s voice is not strong enough 
to stop lawlessness which goes unpunished if not 
actually encouraged by elements seeking selfish 
gains from the demoralizing process.

Of course he has never advocated violence but 
mobs aren’t often controlled by their own leaders. 
This is particularly true if they are infiltrated 
by Communists, underworld characters or other 
crim inal elements. 
A demonstration is a poor way to achieve social 
change. People in this country have other means, 
more effective and more peaceful, to bring about 
progress. 
If one fourth of the energy wasted in 
demonstrating and marching in the streets was 
devoted to the nation’s legislative process tangible 
results would be produced in time. 
Orderly 
change is slow’ but it is the sure, safe, fair way 
to make progress. 
The storm trooper tactics about which the P res­ 
ident complained leave nothing but a bad taste in 
the public’s mouth and are self defeating for 
every cause to which they give misguided with 
however energetic and enthusiastic support. 
The charge of police brutality is beginning to 
have a hollow sound. 
Most Americans share President Johnson’s 
feeling that rough characters, who taunt law 
enforcement officers and soldiers with obsceni­ 
ties, hurl rocks at them or plastic bags filled 
with paint or cow ’s blood, are asking for rough 
treatm ent. 
What happens in the street is secondary. 
Those who violate laws, prohibiting anarchy in 
the streets, must be made to feel that punish­ 
ment is certain. 
Americans do not have the right to maim or kill 
others, destroy property, pillage, loot, even shout 
obscenities in public. 
There are laws prohibiting such behavior. 
The only news emerging from these demonstra­ 
tions are in the relatively few numbers arrested. 
What happens to them? 
Are they punished? 
If the courts can demonstrate that rioters can 
be promptly punished the excess of demonstrations 
soon will pass from the scene. 
If they cannot do this the American people must 
insist these barriers, which prevent punishment 
of the guilty, be removed. They must do this to 
protect themselves. 
Even the President’s voice is not strong enough 
to stop lawlessness which goes unpunished if not 
actually encouraged by elements seeking selfish 
gains from the demoralizing process.

Over the past several years, one of the fastest 
growing sectors in our economy has been the 
state and local governments. 
In just ten years 
these governmental bodies have increased their 
employment almost 60 per cent. Over the same 
period their payrolls more than doubled, rising 
to $3.5 billion, and their total expenditures 
nearly doubled, increasing to about S80 billion. 
State and local expenditures have in fact grow'n 
about twite as fast as federal outlays and pres­ 
ently account for m ore than three-fourths of all 
government civilian expenditures, according to

Actually, testing should be a part of ever) school physical 
education program, even if there were no awards program. 
It’s the only way the teacher can determine the needs of the 
physically underdeveloped, assess program strengths and 
weaknesses or measure and motivate pupil progress.
